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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention relates to an ECC circuit for a flash memory device. The independent claims 
11-12 recite an ECC circuit for a non-volatile memory to correct the inputted data by 
assigning a new address for the inputted data when a write error occurred and the 
inputted data can not be corrected and ending the write operation if the inputted data 
can be corrected. The PRIOR ART fails to disclose or suggest such an ECC circuit for a 
non-volatile memory device as described in the independent claims 11-12, therefore, 
claims 1 1-15 are in condition for allowance.
